The Senate of the Dnited States last Satur- 


day paSMKl an Act A)r the relief of certain 
drufu-d men, which hud been paKsed'by the 
House of Hepresenlaliveb on tht last day of 
the last KCS.MOU. 


It provides that the Secretary of War shall 


refund !he three hundred dollars paid M com- 
mutation by the men drafted under the amvn- 
datory enrollment act of February 5-t, 180+, 
where the same men were again drafted v, ithin 
one year aud held to servict or required to fur- 
nish substitutes. The draft under the call of 
December 19, )8<U. having been ordered at a 
very early day in this district, quite a number 
of the men who commuted in IStU were again 
drafted »nu entered the service or furnished 
substitutes, and similar cases exist in a number 
of the other districts of F.nasylvania, as well 
a* iu Delaware, Kentucky aud some parts of 
the West. 


The act of February 24, 18C4, provided that 


the payment of commutation should exempt 
•'until that quota should be filled and not ex- 
ceeding one year." The quotas under the calls 
of February.1, and March 1 i, 1801. were never 
filled. Kotwilhstandiug the draft under the 
call of December 19. 18U4, took place within 
one year from the time the men drafted under 
the calls of February 1 and March 14, 1SC4, 
paid commutation, the Provost Marshals were 
ordered by the "SVar Department inexorably to 
hold the men drafted in the last draft who had 
so commuted. A contrary ruling, it is true, 
was made at a late day, but too late to avail to 
release those men whose cases had been here- 
tofore adjudicated.
